The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show angle p m 
Figures 6 (c-e) as described in the specification on page 14, lines 13-15. Any structural detail 
that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing, MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawmg sheets in compUance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the appHcation. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this coxintry, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 1-15 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ardeus 
(6,158,959). Ardeus discloses a centrifugal pump impeller comprising at least one vane 5 
disposed on the impeller, a flange 8 formed on the leading edge of the impeller and extending 
toward the high-pressure side of the vane. The vane is curvilinear and continuous extending 
from one edge of the impeller through the central portion of the to the opposite edge and has a 
substantially constant thickness. Further the vane is symmetrical and the height of the leading 
edge relative to the bottom of the impeller increases continuously from the outer radius of the 
leading edge to the central region of the impeller. 

CONCLUSION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 and 19-50 are allowed. 

Claims 16-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
